English Mail 

The Wesleyan community has sus- 
tained a px'eat Iosh by the death of tho 
Eev. G. T. Poikri, -.vho \v:ia in bis 57th 
year. He fiUod ilie inosidential chair, 
uud was atLLTWiinlH upijoiiULHl gousial 
socretiiry of the Wosle.viui Misaiouiirj 
Saciuty. A short liiuo since he paid 
a visit to some of the African mission 
fields, a jouruoy which had an injuri- 
ous effect upon hli health. On the 
27thinst. he was udvocaLiiig the claims 
of tho mission at Kothorham, when an 
apoploctio attack caused him to leave 
tho pulpit, and resulted in hia death. 

Field-Marshal Moltke ia stated in 
some German papers to have moditied 
the opinion ho at uuG time expressed 
■with regard to tho successful invasion 
of Turkey by Russia^ Ho did not fore- 
see, when pronouncing tboso views, 
that the Ruasiaua would have ndvan- 
Qed in such large masses, or that the 
$urks would have been so recklessly 
careless as to allow tho enemy to take 
possession of the bridge at I5arboxhi. 

Tho dedication of a now Wesleyan 
chapel at Walsiull having been utteud- 
ed by most of the local clergy of the 
Established Church, the Bishop of 
Lichfield has writtec to express hia 
disapproval of the course pursued by 
those clergy who were present. 

Great preparations aro being made 
at Coventry for tho revival of the Lady 
Godiva procession. Notwithstanding 
tho opposition riiiscd by a consider- 
able uumbor of tho inhabitaala who 
are averse to the revival of the page- 
ant, the affair will be carried out on 
a scale of uDWonted magniliconco, tbo 
committee, in llioir canvass for sub 
scriptions having met with a liberal 
response.

Orders have been received at Chat- 
ham garrison for a detachment of 
non-commissioned oflicers and men 
of cue iloyal Engineers to proceed to 
Devonport, i'ortsmoutli, and yheer- 
ness for torpodo operations.

Captain Morgan Singer, of tho 
Vesuvius, torpedo ship, has been car- 
rying out a series of expfiiiinontb in 
the capacious rei)airiug basin at Ports- 
moutli, v.-iUi tho object of discovering 
tho best moans of defending ships 
against tho Whiteheau torpedo.

Tlio Busaions havo met with great snc- 
oSBses on the Dnnabo. They havo croas- 
ed tbo stronm at five different points, and 
.aUbough stoutly resisted lit four of tlio 
poiuta havo gained tlic covutod batik, and 
unleBB cliccltcd by tbe TnrkH will toon bo 
OU the ro'-id to Conntaiitiaoplo. Tlio ligbt- 
ing is HiiiJ to liuYO bion dosiioriito; but 
tbo Turks, who bold comnuiuaiiig poai- 
tions on tho liulgnrian sidOido not eeeui 
to bavo appreciiitod tho real Btrengtli of 
their positions, and have fallen batik. Had 
the same number of Britons or Americans 
held the fords of the Danube tho Rus. 
Sians ■would have met with defeat. Tho 
Federals, with 400,000 men, essayed to 
oros3 Potomnc River at Fredericksburg ou 
throe differoiit occasions and each time 
thoir object was frustratoa with awful 
alauglitor by tbo ConfcdoiMtcs. The fourth 
ttttenipt, when tbo Confcclenito troops biul 
bocomo sadly rcducoJ, was Huccessful. 
Wo assume Hint tho Turks, driven outiro- 
ly b.'.ck from tho line of the Danube, ■will 
make astaud in tho Balkan mountains. 
The Balkan chain extends from longitudo 
23 deg. east to Cape Euiiiioli in tho Ijlaek 
Sea and forming a serits of peakH of iiitlo 
elevation. The chain in general 1.1 louo 
feet in elevation. It huppeua that thero 
nro only Buveii roads across tho lialkaos, 
and tlio^e are ill snub a miserable condi- 
tion as to bo almost impasfablo by a large 
body of troops. In any other eountry in 
Europe there would have been a dozen or 
moro thoroughfares, or oven railroads, 
oouneoting Constautiuoplo with tho Dau- 
nbiaa town. As it is, tboru is one weak 
railroad , running from Varna ou tho Black 
Sea to Kustchuk bjr way of Shumia, wkilo 
tho niero vragon roads at the othor points 
are execrablo. Tbo Lovatz Pass, far in- 
stance, connecting Lovatz witli Tartar 
Eazardjilc, is a long and rouudabont road, 
liitio usud at any timo, and not to bo 
thought of for military transportation. 
The Demir Kupu, or Iron Gate, leads 
fromTirnova to iBlauji, and is very rug- 
ged and difficult. ' The Osman Pass lies 
between Oaman Bazar and Karniibat, and 
is oven worsa than the before-mentioned. 
Tho Bogaz Pass runs from Shumia to 
Karuabut, and is not availablo oiceiJt (is a 
last redort. There aro left threo other 
roadt*, two of which have been used be- 
fore in the war of 1829. One of these ia 
the Chenga Pass, through which the Rus- 
sian troops went in nine days. This Pass 
extends from Pravadi to Aidos. Tlie Coast 
Road, rnniiiug along tb-.e buHj of tlio Biil- 
kniis from Yaiiiu to Biii-ga.s, wan u-^d in 
Ibid by General liotli, in command of a 
Ru^^siuu corps, Lastly, thero is tho Sbib- 
ka Puss, which is reported to be in the 
best condition of any, running from Tir 
nova to Knssanlik. lu Asia Kara stub- 
bornly re.-iststhe besiegers and, if Turk- 
ish reports iiro to bo believed, Muktab 
Pasha has mot with important Buccesses.

OALIFOBNIA. 
S\N Francisco, June 27.— By arrival 
of tho Colima from Panama wo havo 
news from Acapuico that on tbo IGth 
iust., after a boinbardment of nearly 
10 days by tho Diaz gunboats, Alvarez 
capitulated. Ho Burroudored the fort 
with 250 men to naval forces who 
thereupon entered tho town. It is 
known amicable relations exist be- 
tween tbo two forces. Soldiers 
of quandam opposing armies aro 
holding high carnival in tho streets 
of Acapuico. Arm-in-arm they are 
drinking and carousing and apparent- 
ly tho best of friends. It is hinted 
Alvarez has gone over to the enemy, 
but tha information is oxtremoly mea- 
gre. American residents at Acapuico 
are as yet undecided whether to leave 
tho place or not. Thoy have so far es- 
caped serious molestation. 

CANADA. 
St. John, N. U., Juno 2S.— Work of 
tearing down walls and opening; vaults 
coniinuo. The contents of the vaults 
aro generally in bad condition. Sup- 
plies being distributed daily to 17,000 
to 20,000 people. Tho amount of pro- 
visions already consumed is enormous, 
iiud tho stock is being constantly re- 
plenished.

Chicago, Juno 2S. — Tbo 'Tribune's'

St. Peteusbuuo, June 28. — An offi- 
cial telegram from General Tergukas- 
soffroporls that on June 2l8t his ool- 
umu was attacked near Dijar by twenty 
batnllions of Turks with 12 guns and 
'1,500 horse. After ten hours fighting 
the Turks wero repulsed; but tho 
Russian loss was heavy. 150 
officers and 500 soldiers killed and 303 
soliliors wounded. The Russians 
fought with great gallantry against 
overwhelmuing numbers. Nice bat- 
teries with 36 guns are before Kara. 
Bombardment proceeds with redoubl- 
ed vigor. 

New Youk, June28. — Tho "Times' " 
London special states thero is nothing 
iu present condition of public alYairs 
in England to warrant a particularly 
hopeful view of tho situation. Serious 
dill'cronces iu tho British Cibiuot still 
e.Kiat with no prospect of settlement. 
The trouble is that the mem- 
bers cannot agree upon the amount 
to be asked for in the vote 
of credit, three of the Cabinet 
opposing tho measure altogether. 
Difficulties surrounding the govern- 
iiiont begin to tell seriously upon 
Beacousfleld and his health, which for 
several years has been none the strong- 
est, gives evidence of breaking down 
entirely.

Another crossing is confidently expect- 
ed at Ileraunda opposite Nicopolis. 
The bombardment of Rustehuck con- 
tinue."). All the troops of General 
Zimmerman have crossed the Danube 
at Galatz. 

BuoHABiST, June 28. — Grand Duke 
Nicholas at the head of the army corps 
crossed the Danube near Somitza yes- 
terday driving the Turks from their 
positions. lioaU filled with troops 
continue to cross the river all day yes- 
terday. A liussiau ofliciul account 
dated yesterday says tbo cngagoiiient 
with the Turks is still proceeding. 
Nicopolis has been burned by the 
bombardment. 

Chicago, June 2,S. — The "Tribune's" 
special Vienna correspondent tele- 
graphs that largo delacbmentg of the 
Russian army crossed the Danube at 
Guara without opposition. Tho Turks 
seem to have been lulled iu fancied 
Rccruily by Iho long dolay which at- 
tended tho Russian advance and to 
allow themselves to betaken complete- 
ly by surprise. The whole Russian 
army is now in motion and within a 
few days news of tho gravest import- 
ance may be looked for. Russia's 
headquarters will be te nporarily es- 
tablished at Banjassa. The work of 
reducing Widdiu has been entrusted 
to Prince Charles and his soliHers and 
thoy aro losing no time iu taking their 
part in tho struggle. Already Rou- 
manian batteries have opened liro on 
the devoted town which is now face to 
face with all the attendant horrors of 
active siogo.

Beth 
during crossing and afterwards tbeyenffer- 
ed Borionsly from lire of two batteries and 
from riflo fire. Ono gun standing aloua 
fired with steadiness and precision and 
•reated some damage, but although tho 
men safiEered the boats v/ent and came un- 
til men entingh 'were collected to hold 
their own. When morning dawned Drag- 
emivoff's division of Sth corps was tha 
first to cross. Tho Turks fired tbo last 
ronnd a little before ono o'clock to-day. 
On the Turkish eido the bank presents 
low cliffs and btoop declivities and bo- 
hind that more gradual ascents, but al- 
ways forming perfectly defonsira posi- 
tions which were, in fact, but feebly con- 
tested. On the right of Russians opposite 
Sistova all to-day three batteries of field 
artillery firing slowly have helped to crush 
tbo opposition of tho Turks. To tho loft 
of tho landing place, concealed among 
the willows, are moro batteries, and 
further to tho left still more artillery. 
From that position a whole fleet of Turk- 
ish crafts is visible. Ono of them i-i a war 
vessel. Its inactivity is unaccountable. 
Between ono and .two o'clock to-day tho 
first Russian gun was ferried over on a 
stage supported by pontoons and by that 
timo tho column of wounded ceased to 
pass. The character of tho resistance may 
be oftimatod by tho fact that so far as 
known at present there are only one hun- 
dred and forty wounded and giving fair 
proportion for killed it may be said that 
RuKsian loss has boon about 200. General 
Scobolofi's diviaion of Cossacks ia on tho 
road to Siuinitza from somewhere ap the 
rivor. lis chief, who is to lead the ad- 
vauca cavalry of the army, has just arriv- 
ed bero. Though Russians have passed 
here easily it has not been so higher up 
the river uearTurnnmagarelli where their 
attempt has failed. Wo must therefore 
suppose that Simnitza will become tho 
chief point of the passage for othor than 
those originally destined to cross here, 
but as tho matter stunils ono corpa only, 
tho Sth, will have gaino.l a march on the 
Turkish army. Long before this reaches 
England the other corps will be on the 
southern side and interposed like a wedge 
between Turkish armies, at Widden and 
Bnstchuk. The Russians wisely drew a 
thiak veil around their movements at tbo 
last moment by placing sentries on every 
road and suffering no man to pass. They 
then crossed higher up the river than was 
expected. The Bussiau left is in great 
force near Hersora and ia being constant- 
ly Ntrongtboocd. TbariRhthas seeured 
a crossing at Simnitza with ease so that 
tho Danubian passage is secured. Centre 
has cboico of concentrating upon right or 
loft wing and crossing unopposed. Widdin 
and Nickopolis aro isolated from Turkish 
quadrilateral. At present indications load 
to the conclusion that this much vaunted 
square of. fortresses will be itself out in 
halves and the Turkish forces aepurated 
into three divisions witliout means of 
communioatioa and with the whole Rus- 
sian army occupying central position be- 
tween them and free to move with crush- 
ing forco upon any one of them. Russians 
crossed at Potroceni yostorday upon rafts, 
the son of Grand Duke Nicholas going 
over on tho first one. Grand Duke Nicho- 
las crosxed at 3 o'clock in tho morning at 
Potroceni and it is olHoially stated that 
there are 50,000 Ruisiana on the southern 
side of Danube.
